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COURT AND CAPITOL. 


Matters Engaging the Attention 
of the Officials. 


AN ORDER BY THE SUPREME COURT, 


General and Special Taxes Still Coming In— 
The State Treasurer Kept Busy 
Paying Small Warrants. 


Nothing of a startling nature cccurred in the 
departments yesierday. 

THE SUPREME COURT issued an order yester- 
day directed to Governor Gordon in which it 
was stated that Associate Justice Simmons 
was disqualified in the cases.of John J. Taylor 
vs. the Centra] Railroad and Banking com- 
pany, and Rachel J. Williams vs. T. J. Sim- 
mons. The order notified the governor to ap- 
point a superior court judge to preside in these 
cases. A judge will probably be appointed 
today for this purpose. 

JUDGE JAMES S. NISBET, of the executive 
department, has gone to Macon ona brief 
Visit. 

MAJOR WARREN, OF the executive depart- 
ment, remained at his home in Kirkwood all 
day yesterday because of the illness of his 
wife. 

TREASURER Bos HARDEMAN paid out $500 
ona number of small warrants yesterday. 
Something over $16,000 in general and special 
taxes, was received at the treasury yesterday. 

IN THE COMPTROLLER general’s office yes- 
terday; the following general taxes by counties 
were recorded: McIntosh, $1,128; Chattooga, 
$350; Terrell, $1,500; Fulton, $5,000; Burke, 
$6,196, $1,517 in fees from the inspection of 
fertilizers was recorded. Special taxes are 
still coming in small amounts. 

The Federal Courts. 

In tHE UnNrrep STATES circuit court yester- 
day, Judge William Newman, presiding, the 
case of Snodgrass & Co. vs. C. W. Gray & Co., 
was settled. 

IN THE DISTRICT court a young man named 
Joseph Brown, of Elberton, charged with re- 
tailing, was dismissed. The evidence showed 
that Brown ran a barroom_in Elberton before 
the town went dry, and afterward retailed 
liquor in his bedroom. It was also shown that 
he had been indicted three times for violation 
of the prohibition law. In one case he paid a 
fine of $50. The other cases were still pend- 
ing. As Brown had been brought to taw 
for violation of the state law, had lain in jail 
three weeks for violation of the United States 
law, and was unable to pay the cost in the lat- 
tercase, it wac decided to discharge him from 
custody on the idea that he woulda be suflicient- 
ly punished by the state. The seire fc i.s 
docket was called, and the cases set dowii .or 
hearing the 18th and 19th of this month.

THREE COURTS SAT SIMULTANEOUSEY in the 
county cohrthouse yesterday, and Judge Mar 
shall J. Clarke sat in chambers. 

THE CITY CouRT, Judge Howard Van nae 
presiding, was engaged all day in hearing the 
case of A. D. Rigden vs. Jordan and Stewart. 
The plaintiff sues the defendants for $5,000 
damages for malicious prosecution. Rigden 
was arrested by the defendants on the charge 
of getting money in a fraudulent way. The 
case was not concluded when the court ad- 
journed at 4 o’clock in the afternoon. Messrs. 
Turnbull & Alexander represent the plaintiff, 
and Messrs. Milledge & Smith appear for the 
defendants. 

THE SUPERIOR COURT was engaged all day 
with the case of {the Citizens’ bank, a full re- 
port of which is given elsewhere. 

THE CRIMINAL BRANCH of the superior court 
met yesterday morning at 9 o'clock, Judge 
Richard H. Clark, presiding. The court room 
was full of lawyers, jurors, witnesses and de- 
fendants. Solicitor-General Hill was in his 
place with a big batch of indictments against 
defendants. Most of these defendants were 
negroes, indicted for larceny, burglary and 
like crimes. The most important case tried 
was that against J. T. Medaris, a young white 
man of decidedly good appearance, who was 
indicted for bigamy. He seemed about 
twenty-eight or thirty years old. His 
first wife is a #£«young ady of 
Newnan, who was married to him about five 
years ago. - This young woman is a member of 
a highly respectable family. He deserted*her 
and came to Atlanta. He was thrown much 
in the society of Miss Francis Evans, of this 
city, and he passed himself off as a single man. 
She is an attractive young woman. He court- 
ed her, and she innocently wedded him, The 
truth soon transpired, and wife number one 
came to Atlanta to investigate matters. She 
found her recreant husband living happily 
with his new wife. Yesterday, when arraigned, 
Medaris pleaded ‘‘not guilty.” The evidence 
against him was so conclusive that the jury 
quickly returned a verdict of ‘“‘onilty.”” The 
two wives were in the court when the sentence 
was pronounced. Judge Clark sentenced 
Medaris to four years in the penitentiary, the 
extreme penalty allowed by law.
